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(57) Scope of Claim for Utility Model Registration 

Earmuffs comprising: a supporting member formed in a saucer shape and 
provided with the inside of the saucer facing the center of the bottom; a frame body 
having guide holes above and below an opening of said supporting member and a slot 
provided between one of said guide holes and a periphery of said frame body; a stuffed 
animal, which is made of a cloth suitable for thermal earmuffs, that mainly forms the face 
of a rabbit, cat, dog, etc., and is prepared by sewing in a bursiform, wherein said frame 
body is housed in said stuffed animal with said slot as the upper side of said stuffed 
animal, and an opening of said stuffed animal is pressed from said slot into said frame 
body, and a leg of a head band is inserted from a slit formed in said stuffed animal in order 
to be attached to said guide hole and said supporting member inside of said stuffed 
animal. 
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Brief Explanation of the Drawings 

Fig. 1 shows a perspective view of the whole earmuffs of the present device. 
Fig. 2 shows a partly sectioned view of a frame body. Fig. 3 is a perspective view of the 
frame body. Fig. 4 is a perspective view of a stuffed animal. Fig. 5 is a longitudinal 
sectional view of the completed earmuff with the part of the stuffed animal omitted. 
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
